The Cowardly Deed of a Company of 


Guatemalan Sol- 


diers. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, February 
23.—A 


special cablegram from San Salvador ad- 
dressed to the Associated Press, under 
date of February 23, states that General 
Enriquez waa killed yesterday by a body 
of Guatemalan soldiers, together with a 
number of companions, near the city of 
Zacapa, Guatemala, near the Honduras 
coast. 


The cablegram states that General 


Enriqucz had been unanimously pro- 
claimed dictator of Uio constitutional 
party of Guatemala and had inconse- 
quence incurred the active IioBtlllty of 
President Barillas, who alarmed the pub- 
lic by announcing that General Enrique?, 
was at tbo head of an insurrection di- 
rected against tho present government. 


President Barrillas ordered General 


Enriquez to present himself to tho au- 
thorities of SSaccpa. General Enriquer. 
proceeded at once toward that city, ac- 
companied by his two- brothers and - 
party of friends. 
A company of 100 eoldicra lying In 
ambush on one of the roads out of tho 
city fired upon General Knriquez and 
others ol his party, killing all of them. 


Tho cablegram attributes the nttnck 


and killing of the party to orders issued 
from tho capital uud imputes the deed 
to tho Guatemalan government. 


Tho shootiug of General Enriquez is 


supposed to have been done to preclude 
tho possibility of his becoming president. 
At the presidential election hold last 


January there wcro three candidates, 
Enriquez Conservative, and Lainfiesta 
and Barrloa, Liberals. No candidate re- 
ceived a majority and tho question was 
referred to the legislature for settlement. 
That body will olocta prestdentiu March 
and aa Enrlqucz stood a good chance of 
being eleoted be was put out of the way 
by his rivals.

Supervisors Cannot Apnolnt Depu- 


ties—A Few Grains of 


Consolation. 


Yesterday afternoon District Attorney 


Tupper reported to the board of super- 
visors his conbtruction of the recent de- 
cision of the supreme court in the case 
of Dougherty VB. Austin, which involved 
tho question whether Bupervisors could 
legally appoint deputies for such county 
officials us needed them. 


After referring to hie former conclu- 


sion drawn from the decision of tho su- 
preme court, which was given in Tun 
HEPULICAK at the lime, the district at- 
torney finds that tho counties of the 
eighth class are not included ia the sec- 
tion of the county government act. pro- 
viding for the appointment of deputies, 
and that the only provision made in thia 
direction for counties of the eighth class 
,B for tho appointment of deputy consta- 
iles, and tbe appointment of an addi- 
tional deputy each for the sheriff and 
county clerk for each additional judge 
appointed or elected. Also for the ap- 
pointment of an assistant district attor* 
ney. 


The rest of the opinion is as follows; 
"If upon a rehearing of the case ap- 


pealed from Marin county, the supreme 
court of thia state adheres to itjj decision 
already rendered therein, the provisions 
of the county government act just re- 
cited, conferring authority on tbe board 
of supervisors to allow deputies in such 
particular instances, and lo provide for 
.ho payment ot their compensation, be- 
come void and of no effect. Therefore 
without any consideration of the decia* 
.rinin the case appealed from Marin 
;ounty, the supervisors of Fresno county 
iave no authority under the county gov- 
ernment act, as tho same now stands, to 
allow deputies and provide for the pay- 
ment of the compensation of the same 
or any county ollicer, not included in 
he foregoing exceptions. 


"The couuty government act of 1S91, 


which weut into effect on April 1 ot that 
rear, places Fresno county iu counties of 
;he eighth class. Tho act provides that 
n counties of tho eighth class the re- 
corder may appoint a chief deputy at a 
lalary of $125 per month, and an index- 
ng deputy at a salary of $100 per month, 
and ii comparing deputy at a salary of $100 
per month. Ho may also appoint such 
jopyista an aro necessary to properly per- 
[arm the duties of his office at a compen- 
sation not to exceed C cents per folio for 
each and every folio copied, etc., etc. It 
also provides that the county clerk may 
appoint a deputy who shall receive from 
;he county a salary of $1500 per annum. 
It also provides that the sheriff may ap- 
point one under-aheriff at a salary of 
flBO per month, three deputies at a. sal- 
ary of $100 per month each and & jailor 
at a salary of $ 100 per month. It also 
provides that the district nttorney may 
ippomt an assistant district attorney at 
a salary of $150 per month, and a deputy 
district attorney at a salary of $125 per 
month. 
These provisions of the county go 


eminent act, it constitutional, havo been 
in full forco and effect since April 1,1&)1, 
nnd tho appointments and qualifications 
of tho two assistant distrlcc attorneys, 
and the assistant district attorney pro- 
vided for therein, have boon since that 
,ime made, and qualified, under the 
provisions of eaid couuty government 
itct."I am ot tho opinion that tho provis- 
ions of the county government act relat- 
ing to counties of thu eighth class hero 
enumerated aro constitutional and in 
forco and ell'uct, because, First, tho as- 
sistants and deputies so provided for arc 
officers created by tho legislature, and 
their compensation -fixed by the. legisla- 
ture at definite sums, the selection of the 
ippointoes only being vested in tho offi- 
cers making the appointment. Such pro- 
visions do not increaeo the compensation 
of the principal during his term of office. 
" The legislature, under constitutional 


guidance, diroctly provides for tho ap- 
pointment of euch Assistants and depu- 
ties and regulates their compensation, 
and the unifoam operation required by 
,bo constitution of alt laws of this char- 
ictor ie substantially complied with, in 
ihat all counties of that particular class. 
io-wit:tho eighth class, are controlled 
by tho same legislative provisions. The 
decision of the superior court of Fresno 
county iu the case of Welsh VB. Bramlett, 
wherein the judge hold the provision of 
tho county government act of 1391, 
which authorizes the appointment of an 
assistant district attorney at a salary of 
$200 per month, to be unconstitutional, 
was based entirely upon the proposition 
that sub-division 30 of eoctlon 25 of the 
county government act had already pro- 
vided for that officer a salary of $125 per 
month, and that the sum of $200 per 
month was an increase of the assistant's 
salary during his term of office, from 
$125 per mouth to $200 por month. 


Tho decision of the supreme court in 


the case appealed from Marin county 
destroys the basis of Judge Harris* de- 
cision in that It determines that sub-di- 
vision 3t> of section 25 of tho county gov- 
ernment act is absolutely unconstitu- 
tional nnd void, and all other attacks 
made upon tho constitutionality of the 
county government act of 1891, under 
which tbo plaintiff in ttmt CJBO was 
appointed assistant district nttorney. 
were entirely disposed of in favor of the 
plaintiff in said decision of Judge Harris, 


"In my opinion, the provisions of sec- 


tions 3804, and 3S95 and 3704 of tho 
Political 
Code 
of 
the 
State of 


California, authorizes the supervisors 
os 
Fresno 
county to 
allow 
the 


assessor thereof euch number of dep- 
uties to be appointed by him as will, in 
the judgment of the board, enable the 
aeBQBsor to complete the 
aeaessmonl 


within the time prescribed by law; and 
determines tho compensation of suet 
deputies to he paid out of the genoral 
fund ot the county, at a sum not to ex- 
ceed $5 per day for each deputy for the 
time actually engaged. 
"I am also of the opinion that section 


1113 of the Political Code of the state of 
California provides that for the purpose 
of preparing a new great register of thu 
county, if ordered by the board of super- 
visors, tbe county clerk can employ such 
assistants and for such time and at such 
compensation aa shall be authorized by 
the board of supervisors, which shall be 
paid out of the county treasury as may 
be neceasary for the purpose of prepar- 
ing the same. 
"Thua it will be seen that under the 


decision in the caso of Dougherty vs. 
Austin, appealed from Marin county 
and under the provisions of the county 
government act as it now stands, tbe 
only deputies and assistants that can be 
paid by the county aro those who have 
been created by the legislature and ap 
pointed and qualified under the provis 
lona of said county government act o 
1801, except the assistants authorized It 
the Political Code for tho assessor am 
the county clerk in preparation of the 
great register.

the New York Dutch by tbo calls of tbe 
gentlemen upon their lady friends. This 
is perhaps the only distinctively Dutch 
custom that afterward came into wide- 
spread use in the United States. 


When Thanksgiving came it came to 


stay and the essentials of the English 
Christmas were given to it. At tho fes- 
tivities of tho early settlors outside of 
New England dancing was much in- 
dulged in. People in town and country 
alike possessed the greatest fondness foi 
this amusement. Fiddlers were sure oi 
employment, but failing a fiddler tho 
dance might go on without him, some 
one volunteering to guide the dancing by 
humming toe tunes. 


Fashionable assemblies and parties 


in the little provincial capitals began 
the evening with tb.9 stately minuet, 
after this came the country dances. 


The women of the colonial period were 


not noted for their intellectual attain- 
ments. 
Tbe requisites were rather 


health, beauty, sprightliness and house- 
wifery. 
"Conversation with ladies," 


says a writer of that time, "is like 
whipped syllabub. It looks pretty, bul 
there is nothing in it." The most 
accomplished 
gentlemen of the pe- 


riod thought it necessary to treat their 
lady friends to flattery so gross that it 
would not bo bearable now. In all these 
manners and customs of oar forefathers 
we aee a marked contrast to those of the 
present time. 


. To this age came George Washington 
By Inheritance at tho age of 25 ho cam* 
into possession of the fino estate o 
Mount Vernon and at this time h< 
ranked among tbo wealthiest planters o 
the Old Douuuion. 


Hia social position was defined and he 


at once took upon himself the duties 
which belonged to his station. In the 
spring of 1751 he was. firat appointed to 
military duties under the rank of major 
In 1754 he was promoted to colonel. HIE 
wiodom, skill and valor so largely con 
tributed to the success of the English 
party that Washington returned t< 
Mount Vernon bearing the respect o 
both comrade and commander, 


WASHINGTON'S MARRIAGE. 


It was during this same year., 1758, a 


tlje iige of 26, that Colonel Washington 
met the charming young widow Marth 
Ctifltis. Tradition relates that they wer 


1 mutually pleased at their first interview 


and ia 1759, January 0, they were mar- 
rled at the White bouse, near Williams- 
burg. On the wedding day all the ser- 
vants were given an entire holiday and 
all joined the merry making. Waehlng- 
on and Mrs. Custls rode to church in a 


wous chariot and tbe Invited persons 


.—.wed them In vehicles of different 
shapes. When they stood up to be mar- 
ried Washington towered bwido his 
>ride,whQ was very amall. Washington 
was attired in his uniform and Mrs. Cus* 
Is wore « white tilk dress. When the 
patty got back to the White house it 
aog with merriment, music and danc- 
Qg. 
After a residence of three months at 
Villittinsburg the newly married couple 
went to Mount Vernon, where the pleas- 
ant domestic life, of which so much has 
wen said, began. At thia time Waeh- 
ngton wrote to a friend: "I am now, I 
telieve, fixed with aa agreeable partner 
or life. I hope to find more happiness 
n retirement cban I have ever found in 
le busy world." Mrs. Washington was 
n extremely winning woman, full ot 
ife, 
and loving society. She was in 


very respect a brilliant member of the 
Dcial circles, whicb, before the revolu- 
on, composed a s^rt of court at the old 
'irzioia- capital. 
Mt. Vernon was a delightful home, 
leasantly situated and possessing every- 
iiing to make it desirable. At that time 
[most every manufactured article for 
omestic use was imported from Eng- 
and.

One salmon colored tabby, 
One cap, handkerchief and tucker, 
One pair black and one pair white 
atln shoes of the smallest fives, 
Six pounds perfumed powder, 
Three p_ounds best Strasbury snuff, 
Hair-pins and sugar. 
Other articles of furniture were or- 


lered to embeliah the mansion that now 
had an accomplished mistress to preside 
ver its hospitalities. 
It ia evident from the ordors sent out 
hat the Washington family indulged in 
all the luxuries of the day and his 
diaries bear testimony to the fact that 
much of their earlier years was spent in 
ocin! enjoyment. 
Frequently in his diary is noted the 


irrival of guests, and the hospitalities of 
he house wero kept up in a style that 
none but a wealthy planter could Afford. 


During the war of therevolution social 


ife was suspended, but after the war it 
was resumed with added enjoyment. 


SOCIAL IIKCHPTIONS. 


At Washington's receptions in Phila- 


delphia, in 1769, tho most brilliant and 
leauliful women gathered. Balls and 
ilnnors followed each other in quick 
uccession but the President's family, 
'hilo enjoying all, yet wero not nod need 
rom their temperate habits by tbo pleaa 
urea about them. 


After tho expiration of presidential 
orvico the Wnshingtons returned to Me, 
Vernon, where in quiet domestic happi- 
ness tho remainder of their lives woro 
ipeut.

If ho has never lived in a locality where 
cattle of a moro or less untamed disposi- 
tion aro wont to range, bo will certainly 
never have bail an opportunity to learn 
by observation any of the peculiar and 
notable facts connected with this re- 
markable phenomenon of Iho range. 


A cattle funeral, then, is nothing moro 


or less than exactly \vhat the words seem 
to indicate—a ceremony of morning over 
tho untimely fato of a departed herd- 
mate, hi which every individual member 
of tho band that is within long range eai 
or nose shot is Iwmid to participate. In 
detail this ceremony consists of a sort of 
•walk around, accompanied with tho 
most doleful, car piercing and heart 
rending moans, shrieks and bclloTvings 
and varied by ponderous pawiugs in the 
ground and the most singularly dexter- 
ous fliugings of the resultant dust upon 
tho backs of the four footed morners. 


To observe or participate in a cattle 


funeral let the curious minded go out 
upon the range, select EOIIIO spot which 
is open and affords no obstruction to the- 
view, and from which no "critter" is in 
eight. 


Having selected finch a spot, let one of 


tlio "critters" bo brought quietly and FO- 
cretly from a distance, and without un- 
due ostentation, as becomes poachers 
upon Jinothi'r man's range, let him bo 
done lo death. Let tho offal bo secreted

and let the hide and tlcsli bo curried 
carefully away.

Then suppose a lot of one or two hun- 


dred head of cattle come drifting down 
over tho range to the leeward of tho 
spot where the slaughter of tho day 
previous occurred. Tho leader of tho 
herd may bo two or three miles, perhaps 
farther, from the scene of blood. Sud- 
denly lie commences to^show signs of 
unea-siuess. Though the grass bo deep 
•and hmiriiint ho only feeds a few mo- 
ments continuously, lifting his head and 
tossing his horns as if an enemy was | 
near. 


Suddenly there is a strong puff of 


wind, ami JIB the nostrils of tho leader 
inhale tho itir n transformation occurs 
like a flash of lightning. 
Ho halts, 


throws his muzzle into the uir and then 
emits a 
most unearthly, prolonged, 


weird, moaning fihriol; or bellow. It is 
like none of tho various noises made 
upon other occasions, but has a tone 
that is all itfl own and which IB evidently 
well understood by the entire herd. 


With another shriek, which can be 


h&uil fur a mile ami even further, Iht 
loader breaks into a run, with his tail in 
tho air and with his head shaking an- 
grily from side to side, followed by nil 
tho members of tho licnl, each adding to 
tho volume of sound that now Jills the 
air. As other animals feeding quietly 
at a distance hear the peculiar sounds 
they, too, prick up their ears, then with 
answering shrinks they gallon wildly 
toward the excited band and join it in 
pursuit of tho lender.

That animal quickly arrives at tho
